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‘Disguised’ Hindu religion 


Transcendental Meditation not for Catholics

Transcendental Meditation, 
known as TM, which is sweeping 
across the United States with a 
promotional effort worthy of any 
evangelists, is not for Catholics, 
say Catholic investigators. 


Although its main teaching is 
a method of meditation alleged 
to increase relaxation and en- 
ergy, the cult is based on the 
teachings of Hinduism which 
conflict with Christian religious 
experience, according to Father 
Richard Mangini, editor of the 
Catholic Voice, Oakland, Calif. 


A NATIONAL interreligious 
group promoting strict separa- 
tion of Church and state is filing 
a law suit in New: York to 
prohibit federal funding of 
courses in TM offered at four 
New Jersey High Schools. 


The Coalition for Religious 
Integrity contends that TM “‘is a 
thinly disguised. form of the 
Hindu religion.’’ 


An article in the Feb. 26 issue_ 
of TV Guide, the nationally 
promoted television magazine, 
says that ‘“‘with more than 
30,000 signing up each month, 
TM is the first of the Far 
Eastern meditative techniques 
to reach mass-market status. 


“ITS LIVING trade mark—the 
shaggy, gray-bearded Maharishi 
Mahesh Yogi with his flowing 
robes and tranquil smile—has 
become a familiar sight in 
magazines and newspapers and 
on television.’’ The article states 
that TM is about to operate its 
own TV station, KSCI. 


The station ‘‘is scheduled to - 


go on the air this spring, 
covering a sizeable chunk of 
Southern California from a 
high-powered transmitter on 
UHF Channel 18 in San Bernar- 
dino with studios there and in 
West Los Angeles,’’ states TV 
Guide. 


TM has many Catholics taking 
the courses, offered at a fee of 
$125. Their promotion material 
includes endorsements by Cath- 
olics, including at least one 
priest. 


WRITING IN his diocesan 
newspaper, Father Mangini 
said: ‘What is absolutely crucial 
for Catholics to understand 
about Transcendental Medita- 
tion is that it is a form of 
Hinduism with tenets that 
conflict with basic Christian 
teaching and Christian religious 
experience. Properly understood 
and accepted, a person who 
embraces TM is changing relig- 
ions. 


‘Such theological precision is 
necessary,’’ the priest writes, 
“because TM is more than just a 
good way to learn how to relax or 
how to cope with the teality of 


living in a technological society. 


It embraces a whole new kind of 
religious faith.’’ 


Several TV personalities have 
endorsed TM, including Merv 
Griffin, while Mary Tyler Moore, 
Clint Eastwood and the Walton’s 
Mary Corby have described the 


joys of their meditation on the 


Griffin show, on which the 
Maharishi has also appeared. 


EACH TM recruit is given a 
mantra “‘most suitable to the 
person’’ which is a word 
repeated over and over again to 
induce meditation. Each is 
forbidden to reveal the mantra 
even to wife or husband. TM 
teachers do not divulge the 


- number of mantras, but accord- 


ing to some sources, there are 15 
or 16. 


Meditation is brought about 
by sitting quietly repeating the 
mantra over and over for 15 or 20 
minutes, twice a day. 


The Maharishi and most TM 
proponents deny that the prac- 
tice is religious. In literature 
issued by them they claim 
alleged physical benefits affect- 
ing blood pressure, less depend- 
ence on nicotine, drugs and 
alcohol and general relaxation of 
the meditator. 


HOWEVER, the research 
comes only from the Maharishi’s 
own organization, which was at 
first known as the Spiritual 
Regeneration Movement and 
later as the International Medi- 
tation Society. Recently it 
adopted the name of World Plan 
Executive Council, with the 
Academy for the Science of 
Creative Intelligence as the New 
York state nerve center. 


Can a Catholic reconcile his 
faith with TM? No, for several 
reasons,. according to research 
by Joe Pereira of Oakland’s 
Voice. 


1. The initiation ceremony is 
an invocation to Hindu gods, he 
states. You have to be initiated 
to join the movement. 


2. The mantra is an invocation 
to the Hindu god by that name. 


3. The Maharishi’s statements 
contradict Christian teaching, 
claiming that TM ‘‘is a path to 
God...the only path to God. 
There is no other way.”’ 


4. The Maharishi teaches that 
TM is the only way out of the 
field of sin. 


5. The Maharishi teaches that 
Jesus is no more of a god than 
the great Hindu masters or 
others who have achieved ‘‘God- 
realization’ or ‘‘Nirvana.’’ 

Time magazine, dealing with 
TM recently, and the accusation 
that it is ‘‘really Hinduism in 
disguise’ pointed out that TM 
teacher trainees have to recite a 
passage from the Vedic rite from 


sacred Hindu literature during

Anyone is eligible to take 
the courses offered, but the 
program is primarily de- 
signed for these who teach 
religion in CCD programs, 
Catholic schools or adult 
education groups. Graduates 
will receive a diploma or a 
certificate indicating comple- 
tion of the course work. 

A series of eight courses, 
offered through the USD 
Extended University service, 
makes up the total program

Penance action in parishes 


Fasting and giving mark Lent

With crosses marked on 
their foreheads in ashes last 
week Catholics across the 
diocese began the observ- 
ance of Lent, a 40-day period 
of penance and preparation 
for the celebration of Easter. 


In addition to regular 
liturgies, many parishes ob- 
serve Lent with special 
Friday’ Masses and Stations 
of the Cross. In keeping the 
tradition of self denial and 
the rule of abstinence from 
meat on Fridays during Lent, 
some parishes, such as Our 
Lady of Grace in El Cajon, 
offer special parish hunger 
meals or soup and bread 
suppers. 


CATHOLICS attending the 
meager dinners are asked to 
donate the money that would 
have been spent on a bigger 
meal to help feed the 
starving people of the world. 


Traditionally, Lent is a 
time for Catholics to concen- 
trate on spiritual growth, to 
live their lives in faith with 
action to meet the crucified 
and risen Christ. Many 
parishes have set up special 
programs for the Lenten 
season to help achieve that 
goal. 

For instance, at Si. Cather- 
ine of Siena, Rialto, ‘they are 
preparing for a special Palm 
Sunday Congress one week 
before Easter. 


“THE CONGRESS will be 
patterned after the annual 
CCD Congress, except it will 


be geared toward Lent,”’ said 
Father Louis Gunty, pastor. 
“The theme will be ‘Coming 
of Age’ and the day will close 
with a special Mass.”’ 


In addition to extra Masses 
and Stations of the Cross 
parishioners at St. Frances 
Cabrini, Crestline, meet in 
the church basement on 
Thursday evenings for 
“Family Lenten Nights’’.

Abortionist changes his mind 


In one of the most remarkable changes of heart 
yet revealed on the question of abortion, an article 
in the current Good ‘Housekeeping magazine 
(March) tells of the turnabout of Dr. Bernard Nath- 


-anson, past head of New York’s first and busiest 


abortion clinic. Once in charge of a clinic which 
performed upwards of 100 abortions a day, he now 
believes that abortion is ‘‘taking a human life’’ and 
that the permissive legal climate in which abortion 
flourishes may be a threat to the very fabric of our 
society. 

The doctor, who now works to save babies where 
he formerly worked to abort them admits that ‘‘as 
director of the clinic | had in fact presided over 
60,000 deaths,’’ in 18 months. This was in the days 
when New York was the big abortion center, before 
the U.S. Supreme Court legalized abortion 
throughout the nation. % 


Effect on staff 


Dr. Nathanson tells of the ‘‘psychological 


‘disintegration’ of the abortion mill staff. Heavy 


drinking became a problem with many. Some 
doctors and nurses were beset by fits, of deep 
depression and some were ‘‘plagued by terrifying 
recurring nightmares.’ 


“| began to feel we had regressed from a daring, 
courageous institution...into an enormous business 
mill...1- was treating these abortions, these 
mini-tragedies, only as industrial statistics.’’ 


Now, with his changed views, he can say: ‘The 
product of conception is a human being in a special 
time of its development, part of a continuum that 
begins in the uterus, passes through childhood, and 
ends in death. The fact that a fetus depends on the 
placenta for life and can’t survive independently 
doesn’t nullify its existence as a human being. A 
diabetic is wholly dependent on insulin, but that 
doesn’t make him less human. | had to face the fact 
that in an abortion, human life of a special order is 
being taken.’’ Read the whole article. | hope the 
pro-life people will use it effectively, too.

The Vatican’s Congregation for Saints’ Causes is 
currently studying 1,037 requests for beatification 
or canonization. Most of the hagiographic 
candidates are Italian or Spanish, with about 10 
from this continent. Two of the most modern names 
in the list are Popes Pius XII and John XXIII. 
Several among those listed died in Nazi 
concentration camps, including Edith 
Carmelite nun, convert from Judaism, killed at 
Auschwitz in 1942. She was among those arrested 
by the Nazis when the Dutch bishops condemned 
Hitler’s anti-semitic doctrines. Controversial name 
is that of Cardinal Ildefonso Schuster of Milan, who 
first supported fascism then opposed it. Among the

1,037 names is, of course, our own Padre Junipero 
Serra, founder of our California missions and first 
pastor of Mission San Diego de Alcala.

New interpretation? No! 


Don’t let the movie promotion fool you when a_ - 


film called The Passover Plot hits the screens later 
this year. It’s the film of the fictional best seller by 
Hugh J. Schonfield on lifé in Israel at the time of 
Jesus. But it is being billed as ‘‘a new 
interpretation of the life and death of Jesus.’’ It is 
not. It is fiction and bears about as much 
resemblance to Jesus of the gospel as this column 
bears to Art Buchwald. 


The press briefing handout for the film calls the 
gospels ‘‘a theory’’ and the Passover Plot ‘‘an 
alternate theory.’’ They also claim ‘‘none of the 
evangelists knew Jesus.’’ Don’t believe this typical 
film-makers’ build-up. We saw a preview of rough 
cuts of some early shooting of the film last week. 
The shouted vehemence of Jesus and his group will 
give the movie some notoriety, no doubt, when 
eventually it is put before the public. And notoriety 


is what makes box office appeal. There was not . 
enough shown last week to form a judgment on the 


whole movie, but I’m not exactly rushing to buy a 
ticket.

A brief, baffled glance at the real 


We were talking...about life as a 
learning experience and love as a 
process of liberation, and how the 
‘mere fact of facing and accepting 
reality can release us from the fears 
and angers that threaten our growth 
and happiness. 


We learn not only -from our own 
reactions to the difficulties, sorrows 
and successes of our lives, but from 
the behavior of others. When some- 
one faces an affliction or personal 


tragedy in patient resignation and . 


evinces gentleness and generosity 
towards others, we cannot help being 
moved and inspired to emulation. 


ON THE OTHER hand, we are also 
affected when others react to similar 
situations with anger and self-pity, 
and project their suppressed emotions 
in outbursts of hostility or self-center- 
edness. If we are charitable, we 
explain their attitudes by reminding 
ourselves of their problems. But it is 
only an explanation, not an excuse. 


Too often, in our attempts to be 
understanding and sympathetic, we 
accept this kind of adult immaturity as 
an excuse for behavior we would be 
_unlikely to tolerate in children. It is a 
tendency very prevalent. today—to 


condone and even promote philoso- 
phies which view life from a subjective 
and superficial perspective, without 
attempting to discern the deeper 
purpose and meaning of things. 


Recently, we watched a television 
movie about .two victims of an 
incurable: disease, who were aware 
that they had only months left to live. 
Billed as a tender love story unfolding 
against great odds, the program 
proved disappointing and disturbing. 
A man and a woman, both in their 30s 
and, one would presume, relatively 
mature, both estranged from their 
families and living alone, meet and 
fall in love and into bed. They decide 
to spend the rest of their lives doing 
what they ‘‘had always wanted to do 
but never. did’. 


THESE THWARTED desires turn 
out to be pathetically adolescent 
escapades and acts of vandalism. 
When the woman dies, her lover vents 
his anger at the unfairness of life by 
systematically smashing the windows 
of a long line of parked cars. 


It was a tragic portrayal—not 


because the characters had to die, but - 


because they had never learned how 
to live. It was tragic too, in that, 


although they thought they experi- 
enced it, they never really learned the 
nature of love. 


‘Perhaps the greatest element of 


‘tragedy lay in that the imminence of. 


death—which by its very nature 
demands a search’ for truth, self- 
knowledge and understanding —was 
offered as an excuse for escapism and 
a rejection of reality. 


ONLY ONE CLUMSY effort apiece 
was made to repair damaged family 
relationships, In neither case did the 


‘couple inform their families or friends 


of their impending death, apparently 
unaware of the probable anguish their 
silence would cause by depriving 
them of one last opportunity to reach 
across the mutual hurt and respond 
with. whatever love, ‘concern and 
support they could. Nor did they pause 
to regret the problems their childish 
conduct might pose for others. 


It was disturbing to me that the 
media, given the opportunity to offer a 
worthwhile statement on the inevita- 
bility of death and the transcendent, 
healing quality of love, should have 


been content to produce a sentimental 


and superficial eulogy on what was 


basically immaturity and purposeless- 
ness. 

Fortunately life is not always like 
that. Fortunately there are many 
people whose value systems direct 
them away from the seductive trap of 


sentimentality towards the underlying _ 
‘meaning and ultimate purpose of 
life—and death. Fortunately, there 


are many who come to know that love 
does not find its full meaning in an 
exclusive union between two people, 
but in generosity and compassion 
towards many. 

AND THERE ARE those who, in 
the midst of their own pain glean 
insight into the pain of others, who 
find themselves able to look at truth 
and find it a friend rather than a 
threat. It is in time of crisis that we 
reveal the kinds of values by which we 
live. Perhaps that is the reason God 
allows us to suffer—that we may come 
to greater self-knowledge and under- 
standing. 

This, of course, is one of the central 
thrusts of religious teaching—to 
define enduring values and goals and 
to equip us to meet the challenge of 
our human condition with hope and 


trust in God and some sense of his _ 


overall plan for us.

The difference in people like Pius XII 
and St. Vincent was a sensitivity to the 
meaning of sin, even “‘small’’ sins, in 
their relationship with God and their 
fellow human beings. 


MANY OBSERVERS agree that 
modern Catholics have to a significant 
degree lost a sense of sin. A need to 
overcome feelings of guilt has led to a 
_wrong solution: the denial of sin or at 
least the glossing over of culpability by 
an appeal to emotional and psychologi- 
cal forces beyond our control. 


Sin is real. Though many factors so 
diminish our responsibility, some of us 
have gone too far in that direction and 
need to regain a sense of sin. The first 
Epistle of St. John states: ‘‘If we say 
that we are free of guilt .of sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is not 
in us’’ (1:8). Maturity is realistic; it does 
not consist in denying true guilt. 

WHEN ADAM and Even sinned, God 
confronted them. God said to Adam: 
“‘You have eaten from the tree of which 
I have forbidden you to eat!’’ The man 

/ replied, ‘““‘The woman whom you put 
here with me—she gave me fruit from 
the tree and so I ate it.’’ Then God

Sound familiar? It’s what we call 

“passing the buck.’’ Adam blamed Eve 
and Eve blamed the serpent. It was a 
refusal to accept responsibility for one’s 
actions, which is possibly one of the 
most serious mistakes of not only our 
first parents but modern man. We 
expect little children to make excuses 
for wrong doing, but as adults we need 
to be realistic. 


Think. about these words from the 
beginning of Mass: ‘‘I confess...that I 
have sinned through my own fault in my 
thoughts and in my words, in what I 
have done and in what I failed to do...’’ 


FIRST, NO excuses: our sins are 
through our own fault. Secondly, our 
faults are both internal and external: in 
our thoughts and in our words. Finally, 
our failures are sins of both commission 
and omission: what we have done and, 
often more importantly, what we have 
failed to do. 


Our first parents made an even more 
fundamental mistake than refusing to 
accept responsibility. In the moment of 
sin they hid from God, the one person to 
whom they should have turned, the one 
person who could have helped them. 


The First Epistle of St. John also 
states: “‘If we acknowledge our sins, 
God who is just can be trusted to forgive 
our sins and to cleanse us from every 
wrong’’ (1:9). 

THE SACRAMENT of Penance is our 
opportunity to ‘‘acknowledge our sins.”’ 
And it is God’s chosen way to ‘‘forgive 
our sins and to cleanse us from every 
wrong.’ 


The Church has prepared the new rite 
for the Sacrament of Penance so that we 
may more honestly face God and 
ourselves and so win his forgiveness.

Religious life now attracting older women

“We don’t have the numbers of vocations we once had,”’ 
Pope Paul VI told the Italian Union of Superiors General of 
Religious Women, last month. ‘‘We have quality, yés,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘and perhaps this has increased.”’ 


This increase in quality is reflected in the larger numbers of 
older women responding to the vocation of the religious life, 
according to Sister Mariella Bremner of the Religious of the 
Sacred Heart, who is San Diego diocesan Associate Vicar for 
Women Religious. She sees this as a major post-Vatican II 
development. 


“THEY HAVE maturity, they have lived,’’ she said. ‘‘They 
know what they are wanting and they’re not just 
experimenting.’’ She added that she knows of six women 
between the ages of 32 and 34 who are interested in joining a 
religious community. ° 


Sister Helen Lorch, RSCJ, who is head resident counselor 
for women on the University of San Diego campus, also 
commented on the rise of interest among women in the late 
20s and early 30s. 


“I think they are making sure they feel this calling,’’ she 

said. Sister Lorch believes that communities are encouraging 

-women to complete their education before making a 
commitment to religious life. 


OF THE 18 women who participated in a recent vocation 
retreat, for instance, all but four were from 22 to 36 years old, 
reported Sister Timothy Malone of the Community of the Holy 
Spirit. Sister Timothy, who is assistant director of the San 
Diego diocesan Vocations Office, said that the last of their 
bi-annual retreats received an unusually good reponse, with 
12 of the participants coming from the USD campus. 


Several vocations directors point to- the complementary 
nature of “‘career women’’ entering the sisterhood and the 
changes individual communities have made to accommodate 
them. The concept of apostolic work for Sisters has expanded, 
they said. Whereas most communities formerly undertook 
teaching as a basic service, new areas of ministry are 
evolving. 


At St. Thomas More, Rialto, for example, Sister Patricia 
Haire has been engaged in pastoral ministry for the past two 
years. “‘She does everything except administer the 


sacraments,’’ according to the pastor, Father Richard 
Waterfall. 


MANY SISTERS in hospital work have been appointed 

extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist and are finding new 

 apostolates in death counseling and related work with 
patients’ families. 
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Campus ministry, youth work, communications, all present 
new areas of involvement for women religious. Recruiting 
literature underscores the importance of-various opportuni- 
ties of service, directing their call to X-ray technicians, rural 
and urban social workers, business managers, and even, in 
the case of medical missionaries, leprologists. 


However, the sense of community and prayer life are far 
more important considerations than a person’s chosen 
apostolic work, according to Sister Timothy. Both she and 
Sister Bremner believe that one attraction to the sisterhood 
today is in the guidance and structure it can offer. 


THEY MAINTAIN that in their local communities, the most 
important times Sisters have together are meals and liturgy 
services. Sharing joys and problems daily in the supportive 


community atmosphere helps prevent larger problems from. 


building up, they said. 


Some vocations counselors think that the ability of religious 
communities to change will determine their survival in the 
years ahead. “‘I don’t feel that in the future, people are not 
going to stay,’’ said Sister Baptista Dean, a Holy Name Sister 
whose vocations counseling ministry is in Oakland. ‘‘The 
religious community will let the individual discover the needs 
of the Church and answer them. - 


“People in communities are taking and responding to 
commitment because there are less rigid rules,’’ she added. 
“This implies a great deal of maturity and a certain degree of 
independence. In the past, this was not*necessarily a good 
thing.”’ : : 


ALTHOUGH THE Catholic Directory shows.a 25 per cent 
decrease in religious vocations among women religious over 
the last decade—from 279,954 in 1965 to 135,225 in 
1976— vocations directors do not view this as an altogether 
negative trend. apt 


“‘There will never be the numbers of vocations as in 1966,”’ - 


Sister Catherine Toomey of the National Sisters Vocation Of- 
fice conceded. But there is a ‘‘whole lot cf speculation’’ on 
whether the larger numbers were actually beneficial. Many of 
those women are no longer Sisters, she said, and are ‘‘women 
who probably should not have entered at all. 


“There are as many reasons as numbers,’’ she said, 
including family pressure and the idea of vocation as a 
“status symbol’’. : 


ACCORDING TO William C. Wester, a Cincinnati 
psychologist who has evaluated candidates for the past 13 
years, applicants to religious life today are healthier and more 
stable than those of five to 10 years ago. 


In any case, vocations counselors are talking about more 
vocations in 1976. Will the older traditions of discipline and 
dress survive this post-Vatican II era? Will the sisterhood as 
we know it become absorbed in a broader, less easily defined 
lifestyle and service? 


The answers are virtually unpredicatable but the questions 
are being discussed with greater maturity, experience and 
openness than ever before.

How do we get back into the good graces 
of God’s family? 


Contrary to the famous line from the 
movie, ‘‘Love Story,’’ love does. mean 


having to say you’re sorry. Most of us have 


experienced, either personally or through 
television or film drama, the tension that can 
exist at the family dinner table when there is 
an estrangement, a hurt, a resentment. 


Angry or sarcastic words might be 
exchanged; an uncomfortable silence might 
be observed; or, at best, a few strained 
pleasantries might be tried in the tense 
atmosphere of an armed truce. What is 
really needed is for someone to say, 
sincerely and lovingly, ‘‘I’m sorry!’’ There 
might be tears, but there will no longer be 
tension. 


THAT SAME need for saying we’re sorry 
exists in God’s family, the eucharistic 
community. : 


* Jesus Himself said that, before approach- 
ing the altar, we must first be reconciled 
with our brother. If we have given offense, 
we should apologize; if we have. been 
offended, we should be ready and willing to 
forgive. 

But to be ‘admitted again to the family 
council’? (which is the etymological defini- 
tion of ‘‘reconciliation’’) we need _ first the 
Father’s forgiveness. If we have been 
alienated from the Father by sin and 
selfishness and if we find ourselves unable 
and unworthy to approach His table because 
of this estrangement, then we must take 
advantage of the first opportunity to say, 
ee LIMYSOMy acne 
. THAT’S WHAT is involved in the 
Sacrament of Penance, the Sacrament of 
Reconciliation—the outward sign of getting 
back into God’s good graces and into the 
good graces of His family, the Church. 


We say we're sorry, sincerely and 
lovingly, and God, through His priest, 
replies, ‘‘I absolve you—you’re forgiven!’ 

Then, the estrangement and the alienation 
disappear—and we once again experience 
the peace and happiness of being united 
with God’s family at the Lord’s table. 


BUT EVEN when we’ve been forgiven and 
readmitted to the good graces of God and of 
His family, the Church, we realize that we 
ought to do something to make up for the 
past hurt we’ve caused and to show our love 
for God and for our brothers and sisters in 
His family in a special way. 

That’s what we mean when we say we’re 
doing penance. At a special season, like Lent 
or Advent, or under special circumstances, 
such as after being forgiven by God for past 
misconduct, we resolve to do ‘‘something 
beautiful for God.’’. 


We discipline ourselves in what we eat or 
in the recreation we take so that we won’t be 
tempted to be alienated from God again; we 
spend a little more time thinking about God 


in prayer; or we make an extra effort to let ~ 


God’s love rule our lives by sharing our time, 
our talent and our treasure with those of His 
children who need it most. 


At the heart of renewal in the eucharistic 
community, the family of God gathered 
around .the table of the Lord, is the 
willingness to say, ‘‘I’m sorry,’’ and the 
readiness to say to God‘ and His children, in 
word and in action, ‘‘I love you.”’

Formation of Gospel Tradition 


Only a post-resurrection 
faith could write Gospels 


By Father John J. Castelot, SS 


If you open any edition of. the New 
Testament, you, find the Gospels printed 
first. And they do come first, but in the order 
of dignity rather than of time. As a matter of 
fact, many of the Epistles were written 
before the first of our canonical Gospels, that 
of Mark, made its appearance. 

This is a very important point to 
remember for a true appreciation of the 
Gospels. Far from being primitive, naive 
little “‘lives of Christ’’—which they were 
never intended to be—they are in fact works 
of deep theological import. They were given 
their present form after decades during 
which the apostolic Church meditated upon, 
penetrated deeper and deeper, applied more 
and more widely, and especially, lived the 
Christian message. 

THAT IS ‘WHY, in some ways, it is better 
to study the Epistles first. They give us a 
picture of how the Church, under the 


guidance of the Holy Spirit, grew in its 


understanding and expression of the 


- mystery of Christ.. What a tremendous 


difference there is, for example, between the 
early Pauline writings, like Thessalonians, 
and the later ones, like Colossians and 
Ephesians. 

Over the intervening years he~and his 
disciples after him—developed an increas- 
ingly keener, profounder insight into the 
mysteries of the faith: the Person and work 
of Christ, his Mystical Body, the Church, the 


» nature and workings of grace and the 


sacraments. 

Or, to take an example from the Gospels 
themselves, compare at random a chapter or 
two of Mark with a chapter or two of John. 
Almost three decades separate these two 
Gospels, and. the Holy Spirit was not idle in 
the interim. 

In other words, the Gospels had an oral 


-and written prehistory. ‘‘Many have 


undertaken to compile a narrative of the 
events which have been fulfilled in our 
midst...’’ (Luke 1:1). Before the Resurrec- 
tion and the descent of the Holy Spirit, the 
disciples were in possession of the bare facts 
of Jesus’ life; afterwards they were 
supernaturally enlightened to understand 
the meaning of those facts. 


THEIR MISSION was precisely to teach, 
to interpret that meaning for all men. This 
they did in different ways. Their proclama- 
tion of the Christ-event to unbelievers was 
rudimentary, covering just the essentials, 
designed to lead them to belief in Him. The 
instruction they gave to those who entered 
the Church was fuller, deeper. 

Over the years this teaching began to 
assume more or less fixed forms in the 
different communities in which it was given. 
And as circumstances permitted or required, 
there were put into writing little collections 
of instructions: descriptions of Jesus’ 


activities, interpretations of His parables, » 


and the like. 


Of course, these accounts, these interpre- 
tations varied from community to commun- 
ity. For the Christian message was a living, 
vital, relevant message, and it had to be 
applied to all sorts of varying circumstances 
by those in authority. Christ’s official 
teachers would stress this aspect of His 


activity for this community, another aspect 
for another; this interpretation of His words 
for this church, another interpretation for 
another church. : 


AS A RESULT of all this preaching and 
teaching and writing, the evangelists had a 
great deal of material, oral and written, upon 
which to draw when they set about writing 
the Gospels as we know the Gospel of Mark. 


An immense amount of very valuable work 
has been done on the Gospels in recent 
years, work which has contributed immeas- 
urably to our understanding of just how the 
Gospels came to be, what. their authors had 
in mind, and what we can—and cannot— 
expect to find in reading them. 


In the following articles we shall try to 
present as clearly as possible the results of 
the research of centuries. But I beg you to be 
patient. It is impossible to say everything in 
a short space. If something is said which 
surprises or puzzles you, wait just a bit. The 
study of the Gospels is a delicate one; one 
must read carefully and, most important of 
all, avoid jumping to conclusions which may 
be unwarranted. 


HERE IS HOW the bishops of the world at 
the Second Vatican Council summed all of 
this up in the ‘‘Constitution on Divine 
Revelation’’ (par. 19): 


Holy Mother Church has firmly and 
with absolute constancy held, and 
continues to hold, that the four Gospels - 
just named, whose historical character 
the Church unhesitatingly asserts, 
faithfully hand on what Jesus Christ, 
while living among men, really did and 
taught for their eternal salvation until 
the day He was taken up into heaven... 


Indeed, after the ascension of the 
Lord the apostles handed on to their 
hearers what He had said and done. 
This they did with that clearer 
understanding which they enjoyed after 


. they had been instructed by the events 


of Christ’s risen life and taught by the 
light of the Spirit of truth...but always 
in such fashion that they told us the 
honest truth about Jesus. 


READ THIS paragraph very carefully, 
especially the sentence beginning, ‘‘This 
they did with that clearer understanding...”’ 
For they were interested, not in writing a 
so-called ‘‘life of Christ.’” Anyone who had 
observed Him could have done that. Only 
one with post-Resurrection faith could have 


' written a Gospel, could have told us the 


“honest’’ truth about Jesus—not just the 
historical truth, but the honest truth. 


For Jesus was not just an historical figure; 
he was unique, the Word made flesh. Only 
people enlightened by faith could have 
given us the honest truth, the full truth. This 
makes the Gospels unique in human 
literature, the fact that their subject was 
unique: There has been only one God-man in 
human history. They contain some very solid 
historical material, but they transcend 


history, as He did. They are transhistorical, 
metahistorical. 


In conclusion, I should like to suggest this 
definition of a ‘‘Gospel.’’ A Gospel is an 
inspired interpretation of the historical 
Christ-event in the light of post-Resurrection 
and post-Pentecost faith. 
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Where does Scripture Belong Today? 
Gospels are not private 
messages from God but

Looking back from the perspective of 
nearly 2,000 years, it isn’t easy for us to 
picture the early Christian community in 
which the Gospels took shape. It is worth the 
effort, though, for those early Christians 
have much to teach Christians today. 


No doubt some were educated, influential 
people. But most weren’t. For the most part 
the Christians of the first century were not 
members of the establishment, religious or 
otherwise. Their allegiance to Christianity— 
a new, strange and often bitterly resented 


religion—by itself helped cast them in the- 


role of outsiders. 


THAT IS IN considerable contrast with the 
status of most 20th-century American 
Catholics. There are exceptions, but 
Catholics in contemporary America tend to 
be middle class, comfortable, and somewhat 
conformist. Many of those who aren’t aspire 
to be. 


This has its pluses—but also its minuses. 
For much of their history American Catholics 
have been preoccupied with the problem of 
“fitting in’ and winning acceptance from 
other Americans. Now some think we may 
have succeeded entirely too well. The price 
of acceptance may have been some 
diminishing of our self-identity as Catholics 
and an excessive readiness to adopt other 
people’s values and beliefs. 


The early Christian community suffered 
from backsliding and apathy, too. But the 
overall picture is one of intense commit- 
ment. As far as social status was concerned, 
it wasn’t easy either to become or remain a 
Christian. Why did they? 


THE ANSWER is, in a sense, the same as 
the answer to the question of how the 
Gospels came to be. The commitment of the 
early Christians’ was rooted in fervent 
response to a person, Jesus Christ, and to 
His message. The Gospels reflect their 
concern to grasp the meaning of the life and 
message of Jesus and hand it on to others. 


If contemporary Catholics shared that 
fervent attitude, evangelization—the pro- 
claiming of the good news announced by 
Jesus—would not be discussed today as a 
“‘problem’’ for the Church. The growth of 
Christianity in its early years was miraculous 
in a way, but it was a human miracle—one 
resulting from generous, unreserved human 


_ book of faith community 


response to God’s grace. The same grace is 
offered to American Catholics today; if 
anything is lacking, it is response. 


Reflection on the context pondering the 
life and teaching of Jesus Christ—also tells 
us something important about how to 
approach the Gospels. Basically, they are 
faith-expressions of and for a community of 
believers, and are best treated that way. 


OF COURSE IT is desirable and necessary 
that individuals read, reflect on and pray 
over the Gospels.. Indeed, even today it is a 
matter of regret and embarrassment that 
there have been times in history when the 
Church not only did not encourage individual 
reading of Scripture but actively discouraged 
it. : 

But at its best, the traditional Catholic 
approach to the Gospels—essentially a 
communitarian approach which emphasizes 
reading and praying Scripture within a 
community of faith—comes closest to the 
spirit of the early Christian community. 


The Gospels, after all, are not private 
messages from God to individual Christians. 
Rather, the entire Bible, including the 
Gospels, is the book of the community of 
faith itself. The community—the Church— 
existed before the Gospels did. And the 


. Gospels are, essentially, God’s revelation to 


that community, expressed and interpreted 
within it. 

THE BIBLE IS an essential source of our 
belief but not the only one. As Vatican 
Council II put it, ‘‘sacred tradition, sacred 
Scripture, and the teaching authority of the 
Church...are so linked’ and joined together 
that one cannot stand without the others.”’ 


So it is healthy and encouraging that 
recent years have seen a great growth in the 
number of groups which come together 
regularly to study and pray the Scriptures. It 
is equally healthy and encouraging that the 
renewed liturgy places fresh emphasis on 


' shared worship which included prayerful 


proclamation of the Word of God and 
homilies rooted in Scripture. 


~ Such developments help place Scripture in 
general and the Gospels in particular exactly 
where they belong: in the context of a 
believing, praying community of faith. That 
is where the Gospel tradition was formed 20 
centuries ago, and it is where the Gospels 
speak most powerfully to us today.

Hosea seeks to bring his wife home 


~ Biblical Profiles 


Hosea: creative loyalty

Divorce is getting easier in-America all the 
time. Some states even have ‘‘no fault’ 
divorce codes. This behavior testifies to the 
growing’ inability of husbands and wives to 
find ways to conserve the fervent loyalty 
characterized by the love pledges made 
during the days of dating and at the 
ceremony of marriage. 


The prophet Hosea may well hold the 


record for being a loyal husband in the face — 


of a wife so iniconstant that she would surely 
test the tolerance and good will of even the 
most open minded of husbands today—or in 
any age. Hosea is a marvel of forgiveness 
and understanding, thus possessing one of 
the most truly Godlike of spiritual qualities. 


HOSEA BEGINS his prophetic utterances 
with a candid recounting of his own personal 
marital tragedy and the heartbreak it 
brought to him. He married a girl named 
Gomer. After the birth of their first child, 
Gomer began to consort with other lovers. 
She bore two more children in Hosea’s 
house, but he was not the father. Within a 
few years she simply deserted her husband. 
Eventually, she became a temple prostitute 
and apparently drifted into slavery there- 


"after. 


The story should be seen against the 
backdrop of the ever influential Canaanite 
religion that constantly capitivated. the 
covenanted people of Israel. Canaanite 
religion was aimed at solving the needs of 
farmers. 


Every farmer has a natural fear for the 
fertility and productivity of his land. The 
Canaanite cult offered the farming popula- 
tion a religious theory and ritual practice 


designed to assure them the crops would ~ 


grow. 


THE GOD BAAL was the Lord and 
husband of the land. Ashera, the female 
goddess, represented the earth. Their divine 
and mystical nuptials united the rains of the 
heavens with the dust of earth to create 
fertile soil for growth. Each temple was 
supplied with priests representing Baal and 
priestesses standing in for Ashera. 


The basic ritual was ‘‘sacred’’ fornication 


in which the worshipers mated with the 
temple personnel. Thus by this imitative 


- magic ritual they presumably brought about 


the much sought for’ productivity on their 


. farms. Their earthly rituals reminded the 


god and goddess to do their job. 
Normally, the Bible refers to their temples 


as “‘high places,’’ that is, artificial mounds » 


upon which the structure was mounted. 
Each temple boasted of a sacred tree or a 
carved tree trunk that represented the 
goddess Ashera. The god Baal. was 
symbolized by a bull. 


THIS PRACTICE of religiously approved 
prostitution scandalized the Israelites when 
they first arrived in Canaan (read Palestine). 
The austere and disciplined sex life of 


Israelites contrasted ,jarringly with the - 


licentiousness of their Canaanite neighbors. 


This is why the prophets reserve so many 
strong attacks against the Canaanite-cult. A 
breakdown in Israel’s rigid sexual standards 
would be the first step in dissolving their 
faith and-covenant and turning them into 
just another polytheistic religion. 


The wotst fears of all the peophets did 
come true. Israelite religion came so much 
under the spell of the Canaanite seduction 


- that God seemed to become synonymous 


with Baal. Hosea faced this dilemma on two 
levels. He preached that God was indeed a 


husband, but not of the land like Baal. God. 


was the husband of a people. The 
relationship is moral and not physical. 


FURTHERMORE THE marriage bond is. 


sealed in service and unremitting love, 


‘hence not in the justification of magic, 


promiscuous sex rites. ‘‘I willespouse you to 
me forever...in love and mercy.’’ (2:21) Just 
as Gomer had deserted Hosea and fled to a 
life of prostitution, so had Israel. However, 
just as Hosea tirelessly sought to bring his 
beloved wife back home with acts of 
inexhaustible forgiveness, so God pursues 
Israel, his beloved. He will not give her up. 
“How could I give you up, O Israel. My 
heart is overwhelmed. My pity is stirred.’’ 
(11:8) 


With all the passion of fresh young love, 
God never abandons the quest for his 
beloved. **So I will allure her. I will speak to 
her heart...She shall call me ‘husband’ and 
never again ‘my Baal.’ ’’ (2:16,18) Hosea’s 
genius is that he concentrates on the most 
basic of all attitudes, that of the love/loyalty 
relationship between God and People. He 


preached what he practiced. His message is_ 


perennial.

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From ‘grain of sugar’ to birth 


That tiny living cell beyond comprehension 


By Pat McCarthy 


We no longer remember the most eventful time of 
our lives. It occurred in a watery and weightless 
environment totally unlike the one in which we now 
live. But scientists have uncovered many secrets of 
the hidden world in which we spent our first nine 
months. 


They have learned that, like astronauts, we each 
lived before birth in a space capsule, called an 
amniotic sac. We developed our own life-support 
device, the placenta or afterbirth. A lifeline, the 
umbilical cord, supplied the food and oxygen we 
needed in our first natural environment. 


WE ALSO KNOW that the life of each one of us 
began when a sperm cell from our father plunged 
headlong into an egg cell from our mother, forming a 
single cell about the size of a grain of sugar. In that 
climactic moment—a climax that was also a 
beginning—each parent bequeathed us a genetic 
package containing an inheritance from past 
generations. 


Its vast store of information, imprinted in a tiny 
and tightly-coiled thread of deoxyribonucleic acid 
(DNA) one yard'long, spelled out the sort of person 
our sugar-grain of living tissue would be: our sex, 
personality, talents, future health, intellectual 
potential, even the color of our eyes and whether our 
hair would be curly or straight. 


Dr. Hymie Gordon, chief geneticist at the Mayo 
Clinic, has said: ‘‘Even at that early stage, the 
complexity of the living cell is so great that it is 
beyond our comprehension. It is a privilege to be 
allowed to protect and nurture it.’’ 


WITHIN TWO or three hours, otrr first cell started 
dividing into two, the two into four, and so on. We 
then embarked on a journey of six to nine days down 
the Fallopian tube and—by now an individual of 
several hundred cells—implanted in the spongy wall 
of our mother’s womb, where we displayed our 


physiological power by suppressing her menstrual 


period. ; - 


Eighteen days after conception our heart was 
taking shape. Already we were making blood cells. 
In the following few days, our eyes began to form 
and the foundations of our brain, spinal cord and 
entire nervous system—the world’s most efficient 
communications network—were established. 


That embryonic heart—the vital pump which 
began as a simple tube—started its lifetime of 
pulsating, irregularly at first, when we were just 24 
days old. 


BUT EVEN BEFORE our heart began to beat, we 
performed a significant act for the sole purpose of 
perpetuating humankind. As Dr. Landrum B. 
Shettles and Dr. Roberts Rugh, of New York, put it, 
we set aside a ‘‘savings account’’ of about 100 
primitive reproductive cells to produce another 
generation some 200 years later. 


When our momentous first month ended, we had 
grown in size 10,000 times. The solitary first cell of 
conception had developed into millions of cells. Yet 
our body was still only a quarter of an inch long. 

Between: conception and. adulthood, 45 genera- 


tions of cell growth divisions would be required. 
Forty-one of these would occur before.birth, leaving 


‘the remaining four to follow during the turbulent 


years of childhood and adolescence. 


““By 30 days, just two weeks past mother’s first 
missed period,’’ says the ‘‘father of fetology,’’ Prof. 
Sir William Liley, of New Zealand, ‘‘the baby has a 
brain of unmistakable human proportions, eyes, 
ears, mouth, kidneys, liver, umbilical cord and a 
heart pumping blood he has made himself.’’ 


WITH THE MOST sensitive equipment now 
available, brain waves have been monitored about 
five weeks from conception. Electrocardiogram 
tracings, exhibiting the classic “elements of an 


‘adult’s ECG tracing, have been obtained soon after. 


The sixth week saw. our skeleton complete (in 
cartilage), our milk teeth buds present and our 
nervous system so well developed that it controlled 
movements of our muscles—even though our 
mother possibly still did not know she was pregnant. 


A week later our body had the appearance of a 
small-scale baby. More important, it was a 
functioning body. Our brain sent out impulses to 
co-ordinate the other organs. Our heart beat 
sturdily. Our stomach produced. digestive juices. 
Our liver manufactured blood cells, and our. kidneys 
extracted uric acid from the blood. 


Dr. Paul E. Rockwell, of Leonard Hospital, Troy, 
New York, has described the rare experience of 
seeing a living baby of around this age: 


“WITHIN THE SAC was a tiny. (one-third inch) 
human male swimming extremely vigorously in the 
amniotic fluid, while attached to the wall. of-the 
umbilical cord. This tiny human was_ perfectly 
developed with long, tapering fingers, feet and toes. 
It was almost-transparent as regards the skin, and 
the delicate arteries and veins were prominent to the 
ends of the fingers. The baby was extremely alive

and swam about the sac approximately one time per 
second with a natural swimmers stroke.’’ 


Every organ and bodily system we would have at 
birth was already present at eight weeks, when we 
measured little more than an inch sitting up and 


“weighed only one-thirtieth of an ounce. Even then, ° 


our fingerprints were being engraved with the 
distinctive patterns we would carry through adult 
life. 


~ We became very active in the coming month. Our 
weightless acrobatics included head-over-heels flips* 
in under two seconds and elegant longitudinal spiral 
rolls. 


BY NOW: WE could squint and frown. Faithful to 
genetic instructions, our facial expressions already 
resembled those of our parents. We could practice 
breathing. We had a highly developed sense of taste 
(before birth we had many more taste buds than we 
would have as a newborn child or adult). 


Oblivious to the increasingly vigorous activity 
within her womb (an organ insensitive to touch), our 
mother probably did not feel our. movements until 
the fourth or fifth month. The phenomenon of 
‘‘quickening’’ indicates mother’s sensitivity rather 
than baby’s capability. 


Our fingernails began to form. Our sex organs 
became recognizable. We began to urinate. Our 
longs and vocal cords took shape. Without air, the 
essential conductor of sound, we:could not raise a 
whimper. until birth. But we were capable of crying 
long before that. 


In 1965 a Mexico City doctor told of injecting an. ~ 


air bubble into the sac surrounding an eight-month- 
old baby in an attempt to locate the placenta by 
X-rays. By chance, the bubble covered the baby’s 
face and everyone present heard him cry. 


LATER THE MOTHER telephoned the doctor to 


report that whenever she lay down to sleep the air 
bubble got over her baby’s face and he cried so loudly 
that he kept herself and her-husband awake. 


The belief that the unborn child is part of the 
mother’s body has long been discredited as the most 
unscientific of all old wives’ tales. 


Mother and child do not even share blood. No one 
hearing the ultrasonic monitoring of their distinctive 
heartbeats—the mother’s a heavy slurp, the baby’s 
a brisk clip-clop—can doubt they have independent 
circulations. 


So separate are the two that the mother could not 
safely. receive a transfusion of her unborn child’s 
blood. Nor would her body accept a skin graft from 
her baby. 


ANOTHER FALLACY IS.that the womb is a dark 
and silent world. In fact, we could see bright lights 
and sunshine. Besides loud music and slamming 
doors, we heard the reassuring beat of our mother’s 
heart and the rumblings of her plumbing system (as 
noisy as traffic in a busy street). 


Prof. Liley, who developed the life-saving 
technique for giving blood transfusions to the child 
in the womb, says: ‘‘We know that he moves with a 
delightfully easy grace in his buoyant world, that 
fetal comfort determines fetal position. He is 
responsive to pain and touch and cold and sound and 
light. 


“He drinks the amniotic fluid, more if it is 
artificially sweetened, less if it is given an 
unpleasant taste. He gets hiccups and sucks his 
thumb. He wakes and sleeps. He gets bored with 
repetitive signals but can be taught to be alerted by 
a first signal for a second different one. 


“And finally he determines his birthday, for 


unquestionably the onset of labor is a unilateral © 


declaration, of independence by the fetus.’’

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8.6 million get religious ed. 


Fewer children at Catholic schools, CCD 


WASHINGTON (NC) 
From ‘1965 to 1974, the 
number of Catholic children 
of elementary and secondary 
school age receiving no 
formal religious instruction 
more than doubled to a total 
of 6.6 million, according to a 
study published here. 

The 6.6 million constituted 
43.5 per cent of the more 
than 15 million Catholic 
youngsters in this age brac- 
ket, the study found. The 
other 8.6 million youngsters, 
cent, were 
enrolled in Catholic schools 
or Confranternity of Chris- 
-tian Doctrine - (CCD) --pro- 
grams. 

THE STUDY was prepared 
by Msgr. Wilfrid H. Paradis 
of the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence department of educa- 
tion, and Dr. Andrew D. 
Thompson, assistant profes- 
sor of religion and religious 
education at the Catholic 
University of America here. 

In 1965, the study found, 
nearly 77 per cent of Catholic 
youngsters in the elementary 
and secondary school age 
bracket were in Catholic 
schools or CCD programs, 
and only 23 per cent, or 3.1 
million, were not. 


The decline in Catholic 
school enrollment has not 
been offset by an increase in 
enrollment in out-of-school 
(CCD) programs, the study 
found. 


IN A statement accomp- 
anying telease of the study, 
Auxiliary Bishop William E. 
McManus of Chicago, chair- 
man of the USCC education 
committee, criticized the 
emphasis in the title ‘‘Where 
Are the 6.6 Million?’’ on the 
number of youngsters not 
receiving formal religious 
instruction. 


Highlighting that figure 
““may obscure the startling 
fact that 8.6 million pupils 
are enrolled in Catholic 
schools and in Confraternity 
of Christian Doctrine pro- 
gtams,’’ Bishop McManus 
said. 


“Practically all 8.6 million 
‘are in religious education 
classes because their parents 
voluntarily have enrolled 
them,’’ he continued. 


‘IN NO OTHER nation of © 


the world does the Church 
have as successful a program 
of truly voluntary religious 
education in full-time Catho- 
lic schools and out-of-school

grams.”’ 

But Bishop McManus went 
on to say that ‘*6.6 million is 
far too high a number of 
Catholics to be out of touch 
with the Church.’’ He called 
for ‘‘energetic and immedi- 
ate efforts’’ to ‘‘turn the 


tide.”’ 
The study found that while 


there has been a slight 
incfease in CCD enrollment 
at the elementary level, the 
fall in Catholic high school 
registration has been ac- 
companied by a simultane- 


ous decrease in enrollment in 
high school level CCD pro- 
grams. 

THE SURVEY is basically 
statistical 
and does not enter into the 
causes of the phenomenon it 
reports on. 

*“‘No substantial progress 
can be made, it would seem, 
until the causes are known 
and taken into serious con- 
sideration in proposing re- 
medial action.’’ The study 
stated, recommending that 
each diocese undertake its 
own study.

With relatively few Catholics in the 
thirteen colonies it can readily be understood 
that no one Catholic note might be struck in 
the Colonial period. And yet, probably 
during these years the only sure note is 
Catholicism. 


One can search the pages of colonial 
history and find very little in common 
between the various states. Politically, 
socially, religiously and economically they 
were as far apart as the poles, functioning 
almost like separate nations. 


BUT IF THERE was one thing the colonies 
held in common it was a hatred, or at least a 
suspicion, of the Catholic Church. Catholics 
found themselves living in an atmosphere 
charged with suspicion, fear’ and hatred; 
their rights were abridged; they were 
penalized and excluded from the full right of 
citizenship; everywhere they were harried 
by reproaches and misrepresentations. 


That spirit found its way into various 
colonial statutes during the French and 
Indian War. It arose to white heat during the 
passage of the Quebec Act; and it became 
hysterical at the time of the French Alliance, 
without which there might never have been 
an independent America. 


The years between 1789 and 1829 saw 
countless readjustments in national life, 
emergence of political parties and consolida- 
tion of national ideals. In 1829 the British 
Parliament passed the Act of Catholic. 
Emancipation, officially ending 270 years of 
persecution for Catholics in Great Britain 
and Ireland. 


THAT OCTOBER, the American bishops 
assembled for the First Provincial Council of 
Baltimore under the leadership of Archbish- 
op James Whitfield, thus beginning the long 
process of canonical legislation. 


Ante Bellum Days : 

With the dawning of 1866, the Church was 
quick to begin reconstructing the life of its 
people. This progressive spirit is plainly 
discernible in the chroniclers of the period.

The dreadful national crisis of the Civil 
War acted as a dissolvent on: all Church 
organizations, and that in a day when 
religious affiliation had a greater signific- 
ance than it has today. : 


THE MAJOR Protestant bodies split 
during these years, or immediately before 
Fort Sumter, and are only now bridging their 
ranks. And while both the North and the 
South had their proponents within the 
American hierarchy, the Catholic Church 
remained intact. 


Certainly nothing the bishops could have 
done was more significant of this unity than 
their determination to meet, in October 
1866, for the Second Plenary Council of 
Baltimore. The council revealed an amazing 
growth of the Church during the years since 
the previous gathering of the hierarchy. 


A great portion of the country was 
desolate, the people crushed by shocking 
memories and hopeless futures. On all sides 
there were the weariness and exhaustion 
which follow a supreme effort, linked with a 
passionate longing for peace and happiness 
after so much bloodshed and misery. The 
sight of a Church that had been able to live 
through that frightful struggle was applaud- 
ed even by nonbelievers. 


OF THE MANY decisions handed down 
by the bishops in 1866, two are of particular 
significance. - 

In their pastoral letter the bishops said 
that a less flambuoyant procedure for 


freeing the slaves than Lincoln’s emancipa- . 


tion might have been advisable, pointing out 
that ‘‘in accordance with the action of the 
Catholic Church in past ages, in regard to 
the serfs of Europe, a more gradual system 
of emancipation could have been adopted.”’ 


In the other major action of the council the 
bishops petitioned for dioceses in Wilming- 
ton, Scranton, Harrisburg, Idaho, Green 
Bay, La Crosse, Saint Joseph, Omaha, 
Montana, Colorado, Utah, Arizona, Colum- 
bus, Grass Valley and Rochester. Philadel-

Talking Point—American Catholics 


Who are we and where is our clout? 


By Michael Novak 

There are so many things we don’t know about 
Catholics in America. You would think that the 
college bookstores would be teeming with books 
about us. They’re not. Catholics are, after all, a 
quarter of the population. We pay, one imagines, a 
quarter of the taxes. Why don’t the state universities 
concentrate more energies on studying the Catholic 
people in America? 


Several reasons suggest they should. For one 


thing, there are so many of us. Second, our social 
location is so critical—we are .most numerous 
precisely in the largest states and the largest cities. 
Our people are, next to the Jews, the most 
progressive—and thus the most decisive, electoral- 


-ly—in the nation. 


EXACTLY HOW many Catholics are there? Not 
only ‘‘practicing’’ Catholics,-or those ‘‘officially’’ 
counted. But those who spring from Catholic 
cultures? For what is significant about people is not 
only their present practices, but their inner 
tendencies and leanings. Being Jewish or being 
Protestant has a great impact on one’s perception 
and inner music. So also with being Catholic. 


How many of the immigrants from Catholic 
cultures fell away from the officia! church, but still 
retain elements of Catholic culture? 


And where are they? The Catholic population of 
Florida, Texas, and Arizona has grown enormously. 
What proportion is it now? A great migration from 
the North is taking place. What are its dimensions? 


’ 


OUR BISHOPS should be able to go to the state 
universities to get basic information about trends 
and developments among their people. The Catholic 
people are Americans. They should be studied like 
anybody else. 


| would like to know the proportion of Eastern 
European Catholics in lowa, for example. All over 
that state, and many others, there seem to be 
hundreds of Slavic communities. Dvorak wrote ‘‘The 
New World Symphony’’ on one such town. One 
hardly ever hears about these people, or sees their 
names in the media or in high position—even in the 
Catholic Press. How many are they? What do they 
think? 


The literature of the Eastern Europeans in 
America, the Spanish-speaking, and several other 
Catholic groups is not very developed. Why aren’t 
young writers encouraged? Why aren’t there oral 
history projects to capture the stories of their 
parents and grandparents, before they leave our 
midst? 

THERE SHOULD be books about black Catholics. 
What difference has becoming Catholic meant to 
blacks? Do differences show up:statistically between 
Catholic-and Protestant blacks? 


How are young Italian-Americans and Slavic- 
Americans doing in getting into college? Are they 
adequately represented in law schools and medical 
schools? Recently, a.newspaper in Pittsburgh 


suggested that 95 per cent of the Slovaks there were 
not going to college. Is that figure correct? If so, 
what reasons explain it? ~

On a recent episode in ‘‘All in the Family,’’ Archie — 
Bunker’s son-in-law lost an appointment to a major 
university because he wasn’t black. But are 
Slavic-Americans (Mike—‘’Meathead’’—is Polish) 
less represented on faculties than blacks? They 
might be. At your state university, you should be 
able to find out. 


WHAT ABOUT the Civil Rights. Commission and 
the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission— 
which set so many quotas in American life? Are 
Catholics proportionally represented on their staffs? 
And in the American Civil Liberties Union? On the 
Harvard faculty? 

Catholics like to think they have done very well in 
American society. How well? There is not ‘a single 
Catholic, it seems, in President Ford’s cabinet. Is 
such oversight typical of the most important 
institutions—the banks, the corporations, the 
universities, the television networks, etc.? 


On television, Catholic spokesmen, clerical or lay, 
frequently seem to take a beating. On abortion, 
parochial school aid, etc. Why? 


A THOROUGH study of the strengths and 
weaknesses, and relative economic and _ political 
position, of Catholics is long overdue. Why not 
dedicate the years from 1976-1989, in honor of the 
Bicentennial, to demand a massive, systematic 
study of everything significant about the Catholic 
people in America? 


Such a study would be both a help to, and a gift to, 
the nation as a whole. Ignorance leads to damage. 
Intelligence might lead to greater justice.

Catholic league lashes public broadcasters 


MILWAUKEE (NC) — A 
national Catholic organiza- 
tion has charged the Corpor- 
ation for Public Broadcasting

teaching on sex.’’

But the 
inscrutable look on the girl’s face (she looked 
so fragilely young) was not an expression of 
joyful pride at recent motherhood.
